THE SMALLEST HUMAN BRAIN. 


Not 
Proof That Size of Organ Does 


Measure Intellect. 


What ia believed to be the smallest 


brain ever found In a normal human 
being was revealed as a result of an 
autopsy performed at the New York 
city morgue upon the body ot Daniel 
Lyons, a watchman, employed in the 
Pennsylvania tunnel excavation. 


Lyons became ill suddenly while at 


work, and, having had no medical at- 
tendance, his death came technically 
under the investigation of the coroner. 
Dr. Philip O'Hanlon, who, with Prof. 
John B. Larkin, of the College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons, made the au- 
topsy, found that the brain of Lyons 
weighed only 24 ounces, although the 
normal weight of the human cerebrum 
Is from 4S to 50 ounces. 


Lyons was 40 years of age, five feet 


five inches in height and weighed 140 
pounds. Those who had known him 
for many years testified that he was 
of average intelligence. The cause of

Richmond, Va., in 1710, and mining 
operations were begun in 1750. 
In 


England, as far back as 1180, the rec- 
ords of the bishop of Durham show 
entries of leases for the privilege of 
mining "pit coal," as 
it 
was 
then 


called. Those who object to the pres- 
ent high price of anthracite may be 
Interested to know that soon after its 
introduction as domestic fuel the price 
was six and eight dollars a ton. Even 
at these figures the 
people 
were 


"burning diamonds," for anthracite 
coal ts, next to the diamond itself, the 
purest form of 
carbon found 
in 
a 


natural state. The best quality of an- 
thracite contain not more than five 
per cent. oE other substances 


in every way normal except as to size. 


"It is one of the most remarkable 


brains I have ever seen," said Dr. 
p'Hanlon, who has made thousands of 
Autopsies, "and it shows that the size 
pf the brain does 
not 
necessarily 


measure the intellect of man. 
Lyons 


was, from all that I can leam. Intelli- 
gent and capable. The quality of the 
brain, and not the size of It, counts. 
One of the smallest brains known to 
anatomists -was that of Ganibetta, at 
one time president of France, and a 
brilliant and forceful thinker." 


Comparative tables of the weights 


of human brains bear out the idea of 
Dr. O'Hanlon that there is little con- 
nection between the weight of the 
brain and the power of the intellect.

THEN IT LOOKED ABOUT RIGHT. 


An unusual view of the army has 


lately been presented in a complaint 
.from Washington over the decrease in 


• strength of the coast artillery 
regi- 


ments. The Tenth company, for in- 
stance, which mustered a hundred 
tand, one men in 1900, was abl'* to get 
out only 14 in the ranks in 
October. 


'The explanation offered is that 
the 


men in the coast artillery 
receive 


training in some branch of mechanics, 
and can get employment outside 
at 


good wages. One officer instructed his 
company in the art of telephone re- 
pairing, and made the men so efficient 
that the telephone company in 
the 


neighboring city offered them $60 and 
$70 a month and in some cases 
bought the discharge of the men, so 
that they might begin work 
before 


their enlistment expired. If the army 
can train its men as effectively as this 
it ought to bo a pretty good school. 


The flreless cook stove has been im- 


proved in Germany so that It now not 
only cooks, but fries and roasts. Fry- 
ing and roasting are accomplished by 
the use of a stone, which is thoroughly 
Jieated and is then placed in the cook- 
er with the steak or roast. The box is 
sealed up and left for an hour or so, 
as required, then opened, and the food 
is fully prepared and hot. In the dou 
ble boxes all three processes may pro- 
ceed at one time without cars or <M 
flculty. 
The makers of the cookers 


expect to sell 50,000 in Germany and 
Switzerland this year.

But those days have passed, 
and I suppose that never again will 
my cooking taste quite so good.

those who have never known the ex- 
quisite flavor of molasses candy and 
molasses cake made with the dark 
sugar, cannot realize the difference. 
Happy mortals they'. As for myself, I 
am constantly looking for the sugar of 
my childhood, and there is not a weelc 
but I have my hopes raised by some 
storekeeper telling me he has it; but 
he is mistaken—it is the light brown 
sugar he has, and not that which I 
seek." 


Military Prisoners. 


Although living in a part of New 


York' city, the 100 or more military 
prisoners on Governors island have 
many customs which make it seem as 
though they were another land. Timi 
is not counted by them in mere days, 
weeks and months, but in "brooms." 
Many of the prisoners are short-term 
men, and they are detailed to police 
the grounds. 
Of course, this means 


much sweeping, and a broom lasts 
about a month. Thus, two "brooms," 
Jn army lingo, means two months. No 
prisoner is permitted to salute an of- 
ficer in the manner prescribed for 
soldiers who behave themselves. 
In- 


stead, they fold their arms and loot 
straight to the front whenever they 
pass those entitled to a salute. A sol- 
dier who is a prisoner is never re- 
ferred to by his name; 
his 
official 


number, which Is stenciled upon his 
clothing, is used instead.

Measure Intellect.

city morgue upon the body of Daniel 
Lyons, a watchman, employed in the 
Pennsylvania tunnel excavation 


Lyons became ill suddenly while at 
arK, and, having had no medical 
ndance, his death came technics.,, 


p^nf lnvestisation of the coroner. 


T v t±llfp O'Hanlon, who, with Prof. 
John B. Larkin, of the College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons, made the au- 
topsy, found that the brain of Lyons 
weighed only 24 ounces, although the 
normal weight of the human cerebrum 
s from 4S to 50 ounces 


Lyons was 40 years of age, five feet 


five inches in height and weighed 140 
pounds. 
Those who had known him 


for many years testified that he was 
of average intelligence. The cause of 
the man's death was inflammation of 
the kidneys. The man's brain seemed 
m^every way normal except as to size. 


It is one of the most remarkable 


brains I have ever seen," said 
Dr 


P Hanlon, who has made thousands of 
Autopsies, "and it shows that the size 
pf the brain does 
not 
necessarily 


measure the intellect of man. 
Lyons 


was, from all that I can leam, intelli- 
gent and capable. The quality of the 
brain, and not the size of it, counts. 
One of the smallest brains known to 
anatomists was that of Gambetta at 
one time president of France, and' 
brilliant and forceful thinker." 


Comparative tables of the weights 


of human brains bear out the idea of 
Dr. O'Hanlon that there is little con- 
nection between the weight of the 
brain and the power of the intellect

One officer instructed his 
company in the art of telephone re- 
pairing, and made the men so efficient 
that the telephone company in the 
neighboring city offered them $60 and 
$70 a 
month and in some cases 


bought the discharge of the men, so 
that they might begin work 
before 


their enlistment expired. If the army 
can traHn its men as effectively as this 
Jt ought to be a pretty good school. 


No More Dark Brown Sugar. 


"You 
have no idea," said the wife 


who is also an excellent cook, "how 
difficult it is to make molasses cookies 
and gingerbread and brown bread so 
it will have the same flavor that it 
had in the days now past. And why? 
Because it is wellnight impossible to 
flnd the good old-fashioned dark-brown 
sugar 
That's the secret of it. There 


was a time when one could get differ- 
ent grades of brown sugar, that which 
was least "refined" being very dark 
and vastly sweeter 
than 
the 
light 


bronn or "C" sugar, as it used to be 
called. 
But those days have passed, 


and I suppose that never again will 
my cooking taste quite so good. 


"Of course the 
younger people, 


those who have never known the ex- 
quisite flavor of molasses candy and 
molasses cake made with 
the 
dark 


sugar, cannot realize the 
difference. 


Happy mortals they! As for myself, I 
am constantly looking for the sugar of 
my childhood, and there is not a week 
but I have my hopes raised by some 
storekeeper telling me he has it; but 
he is mistaken—it is the light brown 
sugar he has, and not that which I 
seek." 


The flreless cook stove has been im- 


proved in Germany so that it now not 
only cooks, but fries and roasts. Fry- 
ing and roasting are accomplished by 
the use of a stone, which is thoroughly 
Jieated and is then placed in the cook- 
er with the steak or roast. The box is 
sealed up and left for an hour or so, 
as required, then opened, and the food 
is fully prepared and hot. In the dou 
ble boxes all three processes may pro 
•ceed at one time without care or <hf 
flculty. 
The makers of the cookers 


expect to sell 50,000 in Germany and 
Switzerland this year. 


A German company 
is now tele

No 
prisoner is permitted to salute an of- 
ficer in the manner prescribed for 
soldiers who behave themselves. 
In- 


stead, they fold their arms and look, 
straight to the front whenever they 
pass those entitled to a salute. A sol- 
dier who is a prisoner is never re- 
ferred to by his name; 
his 
official 


number, which is stenciled upon his 
clothing, is used instead.
